almost incredibly fertile and practical its impli- 
cations. 

The devotion the Holy Souls Purgatory 
admirable case point. For that devotion, 
appealing many ways and well adapted 
meet normal tends incul- 
cate and foster trait character without which 
there can true scholar, real gentleman. 
That trait character unselfishness. 

Unselfishness virtue which the often 
pretends admire but rarely, ever, encourages. 
And the spirit our times does not make for un- 
selfishness. Modern business methods may incite 
co-operation and reciprocity; but co-operation 
and reciprocity are not unselfishness. Those 
who know children know that the rising generation 
characterized selfishness often speciously 
disguised but none the less once stark and funda- 
mental. the children our schools are 
truly educated, the educational process must attack 
that selfishness with accuracy and force. 

Devotion the Holy Souls makes for genuine 
unselfishness. The Holy Souls are our brethren; 
they are dear God, and they are suffering, and 
they cannot help themselves. can help them 
our prayers and our good works. can 
apply them the indulgences granted Holy 
Mother Church. can hearken their piteous 
appeals. forget for the moment think 
ourselves, look narrowly our own comfort, 
our own advantage, our own 
discommode ourselves order render aid 
others; and that part, and insignificant part, 
true education. 


LAW AND EDUCATION. recent utterance 
Mr. William McAdoo should afford all 
material for rumination. was talking about the 
prevalent tendency make laws and “to rely upon 
legislation the cure for every evil and the 
remedy for every problem. This ignores the fact 
that legislation has decided limitations. The mod- 
ern tendency lean more legislation than 
religion and education. Legislation represents 
all the frailties, imperfections and expediencies 
human nature. Too frequently remedial legislation, 
even where properly directed and well advised, falls 
into unfriendly hands and law, good itself,

cipal governments overdo the art lawmaking, 
and that putting law the statute books means 
nothing—save probably disrespect for the legisla- 
tive authority—unless the law wise 
sary and capable being enforced. Mr. McAdoo 
preached the American nation excellent lay ser- 
mon, 

But our readers may not all recognize that Mr. 
McAdoo’s remarks have equal application 
teachers. For teachers are lawmakers too, 
and sometimes, must confessed, lamentably 
injudicious ones. what use are class rules, 
there character behind the teacher who 
frames them? what use are school regula- 
tions, they not tend develop desirable habits 
thought and conduct? 

Many teachers and school officials are 
like many civic legislators this, that they act 
the assumption that laws are end themselves. 
Now laws are nothing the kind,—neither school 
laws nor state laws, neither the rules religious 
community nor the Ten Commandments the 
Most High God. Our Lord’s counsel the inquir- 
ing lawyer, “Do this and thou shalt live,” expresses 
admirably the function the two Great Command- 
ments the Law; keeping the Commandments 
means arriving the end, eternal life. 

Most who think all will readily enough 
admit all this theory; but what our practice? 
Remember, the constant and often overwhelm- 
ing temptation the man authority—in the 
classroom elsewhere—to act the false princi- 
ple that his subjects are less importance than 
the laws whereby they are governed. That the 
error our legislation-mad Americans. And that 
was the error the Pharisees whom Our Lord 
was forced say, “The Sabbath was made for 
man, not man for the Sabbath.” 

And comes pass that, Mr. McAdoo 
says, law, good itself, transformed into 
evil agency through mal-administration 
worthy and incompetent individuals.” Let draw

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One the three beasts 
which Dante encountered 
the dark forest his dream 
was she wolf with udders 
drawn dry. “In her lean- 
ness,” writes the poet, “she 
seemed laden with all crav- 
ings, and ere now had made 
many folk live forlorn. 
She brought much 
heaviness with the fear that 
came sight her that 
lost hope the height.” 


Brother Leo, The sun was shining 


mountain delight where- 
unto the wayfarer would have gladly turned his 
steps; but the she wolf effectively blocked his pas- 
sage and even tore the hope progress from his 
heart. 


The she wolf symbolizes, most Dante com- 
mentators agree, avarice, covetousness, the lust 
the eyes, the second the primary concupiscences 
listed Saint John. The havoc wrought that 
lean beast the spheres religion and morality 
Dante has most impressively pictured throughout 
his Commedia; the havoc wrought the she wolf 
and the gladsome journeys her frustrated the 
kingdom letters and culture has thus far lacked 
adequate exposure and denunciation. Some day, 
mayhap, another Florentine will come, kindled with 
passion for living truth, seething with fierce 
indignation against sham and trifling, against waste 
and futility and ill-directed effort, and then the 
world will know that avarice, the lust the eyes, 
evil literature not less than life. 

Like the lust the flesh, the lust the eyes 
characterized misproportion, excess. The 
miser object execration not because ac- 
cumulates money but because makes the goal 
his endeavors the mere fact accumulation. 
mistakes the show for the substance things. 
takes breed barren metal for his god. 
were intent upon gathering money order min- 
ister his material and intellectual well being, 
order win for himself and for others leisure and 
the things which only leisure can enjoy, then 
would not miser. But what because 
looks not the uses wealth but merely and 
exclusively the hoarding wealth. And that 
the lust the eyes. 

There money the kingdom the mind. 
consists the literature knowledge, 
Quincey long ago christened contradistinction 
the literature power; and this intellectual cur- 
rency just needful its material counterpart. 
The man possessed abundance the litera- 
ture knowledge can purchase for himself and for 
others comfort and joy and power and understand- 
ing and relative peace; and with its aid can

achieve man’s work the field scholarship. 
truly constitutes treasure which neither rust 
nor moth can consume, which thieves cannot break 
through and steal. But happens that there 
are misers intellect, men intent upon the accum- 
ulation non-vital knowledge for its own sake and 
regardless its purchasing power and potential 
use; and these are starved and blighted beings be- 
cause they have fallen under the domination the 
lust the eyes. 


The forms intellectual avarice are manifold. 
general trait the evil has been pointed out 
English teacher, James Rhoades, stimulat- 
ing address “The Training the Imagination” 
(John Lane, London). 


“My contention then that are danger 
trusting too much books and systems, too little 
the living influence mind mind; too much 
rapidity learning, too little development 
power; that are danger organizing the 
soul out education, making mechanical and 
therefore barren; the tendency look the 
accumulation facts adequate result, though 
they may lie like lead the brain that bears them; 
word, confounding the mere capacity for 
housing mental goods with the growth the vital 
powers conferred education.” (Page 14.) 


Under the baneful influence the lust the 
eyes knowledge comes but wisdom lingers. Sane 
and enlightened scholarship eagerly applies itself 
the literature knowledge, but does not make 
the garnering facts end itself. Unlike the 
dilettante spirit, prompt recognize and utilize 
the minutiae learning, but does not rest there. 
Sane and enlightened scholarship understands the 
nature the learning process and aware the 
laws the mind. knows that the intellect re- 
quires not only digestible food but likewise good- 
proportion “roughage”; but perceives that 
alimentation process that does not function for 
itself alone. 


What has been rather aptly described dryas- 
dust scholarship neither sane nor enlightened; 
the kind scholarship inspired intellectual 
covetousness, and symbol not the lamp 
learning but the she wolf Dante’s vision. has 
indeed made many people live forlorn, bear 
the burden lean and wasteful learning, the learn- 
ing without promise and without hope. Its practi- 
tioners are like the avaricious and the prodigal 
the Inferno who forever roll heavy stones with their 
chests—a labor once uninspiring and fruitless. 
And the fair demesne literature dryasdust 
scholarship has rightful place, for the study 
literature which motivated the lust the eyes 
not literary study all. 


Borrowing hint from Benedetto Croce, 
might describe work literature vital intui- 
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tion expressed terms beauty. Every mode 
study which tends clarify that conception lit- 
erature, which tends bring realization and visual- 
ization great book living and beautiful 
thing, which facilitates the intuitional process 
appreciation, legitimate mode literary study; 
but any mode study which stultifies impedes 
that appreciation, which ignores beauty—or, what 
worse, destroys utterly dissection analy- 
assumes that the great book some- 
thing apart from human life, mode study 
which courtesy can accepted pertaining 
the appreciation of. literature. Yet that what 
instances not few men have received their doctoral 
degrees the strength dissertations impreg- 
nated not with true scholarship, with culture, with 
artistic insight, with vital intution, but solely and 
exclusively with the spirit intellectual avarice, 
with the outlook the she wolf, with the inspira- 
tion the lust the eyes. 

And this unfortunate tendency not merely 
negative thing; inflicts positive injury lit- 
erary study and literary creativeness. good many 
years ago the late Bishop Spalding, true scholar 
and keen observer, was moved write: “German 
philological scholarship has ruined German litera- 
ture,—has cast blight all literature. has led 
the modern mind analyze and dissect literature, 
until sense for that which makes literature vital 
force has been enfeebled lost.” (Thoughts and 
Theories Life and Education, page 82.) The 
ideal literary study which thus vigorously 
though justly condemned has not been confined 
the German universities. Even today the banner 
the she raised aloft colleges and normal 
schools, the salutary discomfiture the dilet- 
tante, true, but, alas, also the shackling 
creative writers and teachers. 

the workaday world man, suppose, sets 
out deliberate purpose miser. The pas- 
sion hoarding money for the hoarding’s sake 
evolutionary process. the old story the 
means being mistaken for the end, the end’s 
being forgotten through absorption the means. 
The same law holds intellectual avarice. The 
student does not elect become dryasdust schol- 
ar, routine teacher, writer machine-made and 
uninspiring. But with the very proper and neces- 

sary ambition laying foundation sound eru- 

dition, wholesome dread lapsing into impres- 
sionism and dilettanteism, applies himself the 
accumulation facts; and presently all else for- 
gotten the sheer zest accumulation. 
that by-path comes assume more importance 
than either the main road the glad fields through 
which winds; that literary study, 
reason the lust the eyes, ceases literary 
study all. 

Three eminent literary dictators are more less 
directly responsible for three such aberrations from 
genuine literary study, responsible less their 


actual performances, perhaps, than the force 


their teachings. merely coincidence, think, 
that all three happen Frenhmen. refer 
Sainte-Beuve, Taine and Brunetiere. 
Sainte-Beuve’s ideal was get behind the book

But difficult 
apply ideal moderation, difficult even for 
Sainte-Beuve! especially difficult for young 
students yielding themselves the lure the mas- 
ter’s style but not possessed the master’s poise 
and penetration. result literary study 
which literature becomes merely stepping stone 
biographical analysis, which has come 
assumed absolute postulate that poem 
drama, essay novel, significant only inso- 
far throws light upon the mental and emo- 
tional processes its author. That the lust 
the eyes one its most specious masquerades. 

Something similar followed from the literary 
theory Taine. Sainte-Beuve went from the 
book the man, Taine went from the book the 
social conditions lying behind it; and literature 
him and his followers became but 
menon history and sociology. is, course, 
truism that the race genius and the time spirit exert 
influence upon literature, but literature some- 
thing vastly more than embodiment either 
due distortion Taine’s theory that one 
rather capable American scholar has found Spen- 
ser’s “Faerie Queen” nothing but tractate so- 
cial reform; due distortion Taine’s 
practice that more than one history English 
Literature presents the subject merely eman- 
ation the so-called Anglo-Saxon spirit. And 
there have the lust the eyes once more. 

Brunetiere’s influence—in its aims and its 
larger aspects eminently sane and wholesome—has 
tended promote artificiality literary study. 
Brunetiere’s emphasis the genre idea, the ap- 
plication excessive classification and rigidity 
definitions, has tended evolve school critics 
and teachers more intent labeling literature than 
enjoying it. Their spirit was admirably illus- 
trated not long ago the teacher who maintained 
that “Don Quixote” not novel all because 
there “conflict” that matchless story. 
sure, the implication does Brunetiere injus- 
tice, for the great French critic applied his theory 
the clash wills the drama and not the 
novel; yet the very insistence upon any such arbi- 
trary requirement, the very concern with the exter- 
nal form rather than the inner and abiding spirit 
literature, misleading and pernicious. That 
sort thing does not make for sholarship. 

The melancholy and inevitable outome the lust 
the eyes the study literature the stulifica- 
tion initiative, the inhibition resourcefulness, 
the slow but certain choking enthusiasm. 
Once Dante fell under the influence the she wolf, 
his progress toward the sun gladdened mountain 
was definitely checked, and only the timely and 
miraculous intervention Virgil enabled him 
proceed his way. that intelletual avarice 
spoils many good teacher; and unfortunately, 
there rule gentle lady the highest 
heaven send Virgil deliver the victim. The 
result that ever many our colleges and 
universities have Dr. Dryasdusts whose class- 
work mechanical, lifeless, uninspiring. Their

THE SCHOOL THEATRE. 
(Producing the Play.) 
Claire Vaughan. 

The play should hold honored place the school 
curriculum today. The need for serious and in- 
telligent study the drama was never compel- 
ling the present hour, because the wide- 
spread interest this form art, and, more par- 
ticularly, because the battle opposing forces 
contending for its development, each according 
its standard: the one seeking express life inde- 
pendent, without guidance restraint, adrift the 
seek for itself satisfaction the 
material: the other, and truer, seeking reflect 
life founded upon Christian principles and morals, 
subject reason and conscience. into this 
latter group that Catholic schools must send well 
prepared and earnest enthusiasts who will maintain 
for the drama its rightful office revelation 
truth and inspiration higher thinking 
formance. The modern urge exploit the flippant, 
the sordid, the sensual phases life truly 
menace youth when one considers the freedom 
permitted young folk, the choice entertain- 
ment, view these false presentations. The pro- 
fessional theatre for the most part the hands 
unscrupulous materialists and anti-moralists who 
use the play pander the lowest man, and 
spread false theories life; hence youth must 
safeguarded against their harmful influences, 
presented all too often the form alluring and 
beautiful entertainment. 

Dramatics had their beginning religion: an- 
cient peoples expressed themselves dramatic ap- 
peal their deities. Christian drama was inspired 
for the explanation and glorification the Chris- 
tian’s God. But what depths has been dragged 
our day for the wild desire express novelty— 
cater the vulgar taste mob who wish 
see life expressed only terms comedy. 
really appalling read the one act play mod- 
ern invention (with some exceptions) and know 
that public high schools these plays are given 
the students, unthinking instructors, in- 
terpret and present more unthinking audiences. 
Indeed, high time for our Catholic schools 
give serious attention the dramatic situation 
the day and train our boys and girls eager 
for the best entertainment, and know and ap- 
preciate when found. country wide movement 
for the establishment Catholic School Theatre 
would untold benefit the American people. 
This special interest the drama need not mean 
cultivation taste for the professional stage, 
result that many our teachers fear. Neither 
should mean taboo the same, for talent 
genius, when found, whatever its bent, should 
directed along its course. the publicity 
the life that one senses danger, but the dramatic 
gift, developed upon the foundations the high 
principles Catholic teaching could prove power- 
ful influence for good the ranks stage life. 
The new Catholic Drama Guild movement will 
much toward removing the stigma from the pro- 
fession, and will serve defense and refuge 
the trained actor, well guide the aspiring 
amateur. Its aim establish groups every 
center will foster taste for good clean drama. 
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The School Theatre must necessarily divided 
into class groups, and these, turn, divided into 
contributive parts representing acting, music, and 
the manual arts, etc.; for while drama art 
itself, requires for its expression the aid 
other arts give sound, proportion, color, form, 
light, shadow, movement: all this and more nec- 
essary make the successful and complete play. 
All the educational departments the school must 
engaged the preparation the school play— 
the class the class play. Artists are need- 
design scenery, others color, and con- 
struct: artists must furnish and arrange properties, 
design and color costumes: scientific classes must 
furnish correct lighting, and musicians are needed 
well speakers. Enthusiasm indispensable 
for the success the school play and this faculty 
easily aroused when each member the class 
made feel personal responsibility for the suc- 
cess the whole. How much the way en- 
lightenment does the pupil receive this special 
application his art interest! How different 
from other days when all but the chosen few good 
speakers were all but bored death while the 
play -was preparation! 

Our groups now interested and ready for work, 
the first consideration the choice play. Pupils 
themselves should allowed seek and bring 
plays that appeal them personally, and these 
same should seriously considered and criticised, 
and appropriate one selected, possible. The 
class may fortunate enough have member 
gifted with imagination attempt original com- 
position. How very interested now the 
become! their number playwright! In- 
deed thing arouse enthusiasm the highest 
point endeavor. The making the play will 
treated another issue; here dwell only 
upon the production. 

The play hand, either chosen composed, 
all thought centered upon its presentation; each 
one brings his gift, and new spirit binds the 
class their common interest. The play must 
cast; actors must found assume its roles; 
artists and artisans give outline and atmos- 
phere. How may this done? First, the different 
groups must assembled for the reading the 
play learn the plot story; another reading 
should follow this for the study characters; and 
still another impress the idea upon the minds 
all interested, each group regarding the 
light its own special talent, that may truly 
represent, its way, the thought and feeling that 
careful concentration has revealed. Before the as- 
signment parts, there should reading for 
the study language: for the correct pronunciation 
all words, the clear enunciation all sounds. 
This must constitute real technical exercise, 
thorough that the pupils will deeply impressed 
with the importance the spoken word all 
times. This training will have permanent value, 
for correct speech will aid life’s later career 
whether social, artistic, professional business 
Careless habits speech, faulty use voice should 
corrected before any appearance allowed up- 
the public stage. The spoken word reveals 
betrays the culture the individual. 
for word study most essential. 
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During this general study the play, the director 
must give attentive eye and ear that assignment 
parts may made those who best will carry 
over the message the play, and portray the 
characters truly and consistently. success- 
ful, actor must look the part well interpret 
word and action. Intelligence the first re- 
quirement the school play; after this, may 
demanded the pleasing voice expressing itself 
natural tones, the grace movement, ease man- 
ner, and poise manifesting sure grasp the mo- 
tive the play, understanding the characters. 
Awkwardness and self-consciousness disappear un- 
der the force intelligence and unsuspected gifts 
come the fore the surprise and delight many 
dramatic coach. possess all the graces ex- 
pression and lack intelligence interpretation 
exploiter self. Mimicry has value all its own, 
but intelligence necessary for the high office 
dramatic interpretation. 

The play read and carefully studied, its full mean- 
ing grasped, the parts the hands selected 
group, the cast, the next important effort the 
memorizing those parts, for little can done 
the way portraying character making appeal 
until the thought flows ready words from its 
source the mind. While the actor absorbing 
the thought the learning his part, exits and 
entrances may indicated, and places upon the 
stage may given.

express ourselves. should when assume 
the role another character; should know and 
feel what this character wishes express, and 
free hand and eye and body make our appeal. 
Books once discarded, the play moves rapidly its 
development, for the mind holds its material and 
not handicapped having seek words ex- 
press itself. All this work learning the lines 
should done outside school hours and rehearsals, 
for which difficult find time, need not 
lengthy but short and intensive. During the 
last two weeks play serious effort must giv- 
much time possible. Its parts must 
assembled and welded together earnest work 
and practise secure harmony team work, ease 
movement, smoothness expression. fact, 
understanding each part relates the 
entire play. united, earnest effort the part 
intelligent and talented cast cannot fail make 
its appeal its audience. 

Our actors busy with their parts, let turn our 
attention other requirements necessary for the 
perfected play. its oral interpretation 
which gives life and movement, 
ground, setting and apparel give atmosphere 
and feeling. Other groups are now called in- 
terpret the idea their way. Scenery must 
designed and constructed and properties procured 
give appropriate atmosphere. Scenery must 
simple and suggestive: the artistic hanging cur- 
tains arrangement screens are sufficient 
give background and interior setting the school

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THE PROJECT PLAN. 
Sister Marie Paula, C., Ph. 


Like most our educational methods today, 
the project plan evolution rather than dis- 
covery. far back the fourteenth century, 
Vergerio would have attention given each pupil’s 
natural endowments, tastes and capabilities, and 
the educational system his disciple, Vittorino 
Feltre, also emphasizes the importance individual 
attention. the sixteenth century, Erasmus 
wishes instruction begin with object teaching, 
the child’s vocabulary derived from the fam- 
iliar things about him, the letters the alphabet 
learned from pictures letter-shaped biscuits, 
reading lessons made interesting, writing 
taught “per way play. the 
same century, Vives used the inductive method 
teaching, urged the cultivation the powers 
observation and investigation, and insisted self- 
activity the pupil. Ratke, his In- 
stitutionis Nova”, published Leipzic 1617, lays 
down the rule that ‘Everything learned 
through induction, experience 
(1746- 1827), maintained that in- 
struction must based upon the learner’s own 
observation experience, that the individuality 
the child must sacred the educator, and that 
neither the acquisition knowledge nor skill the 
main object elementary education, but rather the 
development and strengthening the powers 
the mind. Moreover, development being from with- 
in, the child trained self-activity, the 
exercise and the use his powers. Froebel (1782- 
1852), well known connection with the kinder- 
garten, held that education should guarding and 
protecting, not prescriptive, categorical interfer- 
ing. The kindergarten, which the concrete em- 
bodiment Froebel’s ideas early training, calls 
for self-activity the part the child and 
organizes play make both interesting and 
instructive. 

One might farther back than the days these 
educators, however, and find the germ the proj- 
ect plan the child’s earliest home training. 
mother wishes her little one creep. What does 
she do? She places some object that the baby 
wants little beyond his reach and then lets him 
find way reaching it. Again, she would teach 
the child walk. She places chairs close together 
and stands the baby beside one them. Very soon 
realizes that the chairs serve means sup- 
port and begins toddle along, clinging each 
chair comes it. 

The advantages the project plan seem lie 
along the lines observation, interest, initiative, 
ingenuity, self-reliance and perseverance. Once 
you enter kindergarten, these lines are well 
evidence. one table, children are placing 
picture blocks form some scene building; 
another, they are trying work birds pussies, 
dogs dollies, with bright colored worsteds; 
third, they are weaving mats, coloring pictures 
with crayons, making ships and houses with 
small sticks, fashioning funny little figures out 
damp clay. They are serious workers, these tiny 
folk, and although the teacher helps them occasion- 
ally, they are left themselves for the most part 


accomplish more less successfully the tasks 
that they have hand. Play, it? course. 
Yet none the less suited bring into action 
the qualities called for the project plan when 
used with older pupils higher grades. 

These premises granted, the question naturally 
arises how one adapt the project plan pupils 
higher grades. other cases, much must 
left the individual teacher; some help may 
given however, general way, applying the 
plan particular studies. Before applying it, 
though, must clearly understand what meant 
“project”. The following definition good 
working one. “Any purposeful activity determined 
upon and carried successful conclusion becomes 
(“Projects Primary Grades”, Alice 
Krackowizer. Published the Lippin- 
cott Co.). evident carrying any pur- 
poseful activity successful conclusion, situa- 
tions will arise that demand the exercise choice. 
Such situation, the author above quoted calls 
problem. the problem that gives 
value the project plan; for the fact that must 
make choice leads the child think, formulate 
judgment, come decision. Now for the 
application. 

With very young children, play may utilized 
developing the project plan. Think the prob- 
lems that beset little mother the care her 
doll children! Take the dressing the dolls, for 
instance. The tiny garments must cut out, fit- 
ted, put together, trimmed; why the small mother 
must possess embryo the knowledge and the 
skill grown-up dressmaker. consider the 
boy building snow fort, with his problems 
placing the opening for the cannon best 
cover the enemy. the children grow older, they 
have social and folk games dramatiza- 
tions; all these are projects brimful problems 
and well calculated lead the children along 
the lines ingenuity and self-reliance. Nature, 
too, offers numberless projects; for instance, the 
study how bird lives, where has its nest, 
what the nest made, what the bird eats,where 
finds its food, etc 

One might offer the giving party project 
problem class arithmetic; would involve 
the knowledge the four simple rules. knowl- 
edge addition would required add the 
cost the various items purchased; knowledge 
subtraction, subtract the cost one more 
the articles purchased from the entire sum 
expended find out how much remained 
for further purchases; knowledge multiplica- 
tion, that given the amount required enter- 
tain one guest, one could tell how much one would 
require for ten twenty guests; knowledge 
division, that knowing the amount required for 
one guest, one might learn how many guests could 
provided for out the money hand cover 
the expenses the party. substituting the 
ness for the giving party, the project might 
made call for knowledge advanced arith- 
metic even for higher mathematics. 

Project problems geography might turn 
various subjects, such as: What physical condi-

Improvement Spelling. 

The need improvement the 
line spelling question that 
foremost, these days, the minds 
our friends the State Schools.

Every 
tribe and nation earth pays trib- 
ute continually, new words which 
find permanent lodgment our lan- 
guage. Day day new words are 
coined scientific, me- 
chanical and historical facts, terms 
and discoveries. Slang common 
source terms, “which first en- 
dure, then pity, then embrace,” after 
which they have honorable place 
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the dictionary. The absorbent 
power the English language 
assimilate words from other 
tongues and from divers sources too 
numerous mention unique. This 
characteristic will make English the 
universal language civilization. 
While new words and terms are being 
added all the time other words are 
becoming obsolete and drop from use. 
Changes tending simpler forms 
come gradually. Custom, usage and 
the natural process evolution oper- 
ate through long periods time 
produce simpler forms spelling. 
Language neither made nor unmade 
fiat. convention the highest 
potentates the earth might meet 
and resolve reform our English 
orthography change the fashion 
speaking and writing words and 
they would get far with 
noisy flock blackbirds would with 
the same task.” 


Use and Abuse English Language. 

Some twenty years ago more 
heard much short 
method universal expression for 
communication among the many 
ple the earth. Many its pro- 
motors were very enthusiastic and 
hoped for great things from this uni- 
versal language, but one hears little 
now. Again had numerous 
crowd enthusiasts, who were striv- 
ing simplify the spelling many 
words the English tongue. Some- 
how interest this has also ceased, 
except certain journalistic quarters, 
where novelty has 
friends and where they wish the bal- 
ance spell, Newspapers, Nus- 
papers; Pneumonia, Numonia; Neur- 
algia, Nuralgia; Nuisance, Nusance; 
Business, Biziness; but one com- 
ment this novelty remarks, “lo 
make such change, would make the 
teaching the beautiful language 
Shakespeare, Milton, Samuel Johnson, 
Lamb, Webster, Hawthorne, Poe, 
Irving and countless other literary 
geniuses revered memories descend 
the plane those great masters 
Artemus 
Ward, Josh Billings, Bill Nye and 
Petroleum Nasby, who were fa- 
mous humorists and whose stock 
trade was mutiliate the English 
language joke.”

PROVINCES, DIOCESES, PARISHES 


Provinces. ecclesiastical province the name given 
ecclesiastical administrative district under the juris- 
diction archbishop. 

Ecclesiastical provinces first assumed fixed form 
the Eastern Empire Rome. The more important cen- 
ters, Antioch, for Syria, Ephesus for Asia, Alexandria for 
Egypt, Rome for Italy, whence missionaries issued 
preach the Gospel, were regarded the mother-churches 
the newly-founded Christian communities. From the 
second half the second century, the bishops the 
territories within the same natural geographical bound- 
aries were acrustomed assemble important occa- 
sions for common counsel synods. From the end 


that century, the summons attend these increasingly 


important synods was usually issued the bishop the 
capital the state, province, who also presided over 
the assembly, especially East. Important communi- 
cations were also forwarded the bishop the provin- 
cial capital, brought the notice the other bi- 
shops. Thus the East during the third century, the 
bishop the provincial metropolis came gradually 
occupy certain superior position, and received the name 
“Metropolitan” derived from metropolis. 

Derivation Metropolis. Metropolis comes from two 
Greek words “meter” meaning and “polis” 
meaning “city”, and the term signified the mother-city 
relation colonies. the Council Nice, 325, 


superior position the metropolitan was taken for 


granted, and was made the basis for conceding him 
definite rights “over the other bishops the province. 
This division into ecclesiastical provinces did not develop 
early the Western Empire. North Africa the 
first metropolitan appears during the fourth century, the 
Bishop Carthage being recognized primate the 
dioceses Northern Africa; metropolitans the sepa- 
rate provinces gradually appear, although the boundaries 
these provinces did not coincide with the divisions 
the empire. From the opening the fifth century, 400 
the existence church provinces the basis 
ecclesiastical administration was fairly universa! the 
West. There have always been, and are today, dioceses 
which not belong any province, but are directly 
subject the Holy See. 

Definition Metropolitan. Metropolitans are archbi- 
shops who rule over ecclesiastical province, composed 
several dioceses. 

Metropolitans are also called archbishops, though ‘these 
terms are not fully synonymous; for every metropolitan 
archbishop, but every archbishop not metropoli- 
tan, for there are Titular archbishops, just there are 
Titular bishops. The terms “province” and “archdiocese” 
are not synonymous, for each province includes the sees 
its respective suffragan bishops, whereas “archdiocese” 
includes only the territory diocese the archbishop, 
which this case called archdiocese. bishop imme- 
diately becomes archbishop when appointed 
the Holy See archdiocese. According the Official 
Catholic Directory 1923, the archdiocese Cincinnati 
has area 12,043 square miles, whereas the ecclesias- 
tical province Cincinnati comprises area almost 
200,000 square miles. 

The entire body rights and duties which canon law 
attributes the Metropolitan, Archbishop 
that is, not for his own diocese, but for those suffragan 
him and forming his ecclesiastical province called 
the metropoliticum. The effective authority metropoli- 
tans over their provinces has gradually diminished the 
course centuries, and they not exercise now even 
much was accorded them the Council Trent; 
every bishop being now more strongly and more directly 
bound Rome, much less bound his province, 
and its metropolitan. Every metropolitan has one more 
suffragans, thus called since the eighth century. 


The Spirit 
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Rights Jurisdiction the Metropolitan Over the 
Dioceses His Ecclesiastical Province. 

The Metropolitan can put into office those who 
have been presented for benefice, the suffragan bi- 
shop, without just cause neglects within the 
time specified law.

Dioceses. The word diocese derived from Greek 
word “diokesis” signifying management household, 
thence administration, government general. The 
Latin word canon law the word diocese 
includes abbeys and prelatures nullius. After the eleventh 
century the Sovereign Pontiff reserved himself the 
creation dioceses, also their division and suppression. 

Regularly before becoming diocese, the territory 
successively mission, prefecture Apostolic, and finally 
vicariate Apostolic. Then the Congregation the 
Propaganda makes study the question, and passes 
judgment the opportuneness the creation the 
diocese question. considers principally whether the 
number Catholics, priests, and religious establishments, 
that is, churches, chapels, schools sufficiently large 
justify the establishment the proposed diocese. The 
number towns settlements included this territory 
should always given. this report the Propaganda 
should stated there city suitable for the epis- 
copal see, also the financial resources the disposal 
the bishop for the works religion. 

For the division diocese sufficient reason (causa 
justa) must exist. sufficient reason includes the fol- 
lowing:

permit the bishop the diocese administer the diocese 
properly.

Generally for the division diocese, the consent 
the actual incumbent requisite, but the Pope not 
bound observe this condition. matter fact 
the Pope asks the advice the archbishop and all 
the bishops the ecclesiastical province, which the 
diocese situated. Often, indeed, the division takes place 
the request the bishop himself.

Those nominated the above positions must take 
oath before the bishop that: 

They will faithfully attend their office without 
respect persons. 

That they will transact their respective duties under 
the authority the bishop according the law. 

That will keep the secret within the bounds and 
according the requirements law, the command 
the bishop. 

The Vicar-general freely designated the bishop and 
may removed him pleasure. 

Necessary Qualifications Vicar-general. 

must member the secular clergy. 

must least thirty years age. 

and canon law, least well versed these branches. 

must sound doctrine, righteousness, prud- 
ence, and experienced administrative matters. 

the diocese has been committed Religious Order, 
the vicar-general may alumnus the same Order. 
The office vicar-general must not given pastor 
and others having the care souls, nor any case, can 
brother nephew the bishop chosen vicar- 
general.

The jurisdiction the vicar-general expires resig- 
nation, revocation vacancy the episcopal see.

But the cathedral chapter must 
within eight days from the notice the vacancy the 
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the diocese. The cathedral chapter shall soon 
possible notify the Holy See the vacancy, and the 
election the vicar capitular. 

The The New Code rules that every bishop 
obliged choose “Official” with ordinary judiciary 
power. office distinct from that the Vicar- 
general. The tribunal the Official and the bishop form 
but one tribunal. Consequently, appeal possible 
from the one the other. There similarity between 
the offices vicar-general and “Official”, but there 
also difference, for the bishop cannot lawfully curtail 
the power the vicar-general beyond the cases men- 
tioned law, whilst the power the Official entirely 
subject the good pleasure the bishop. The Official 
must priest good standing, doctor Canon Law, 
otherwise experienced, and least thirty years 
age. removable the bishop’s pleasure, but his 
office does not cease during the vacancy the episcopal 
see, but must ratified the new bishop.

Without special Apostolic indult, special parishes can 
not created the same town territory for people 
different nationalities, different speech, nor can 
family personal parishes created. Once parish 
has become entitled officially irremovable rector, 
removable rector cannot appointed without the per- 
mission the Holy See. the rector had hitherto been 
removable, may declared irremovable the bi- 
shop, with the advice the cathedral chapter the 
diocesan consultors. 

The New Canon Law says that new parishes es- 
tablished should made irremovable, unless the bishop 
having consulted the chapter consultors, prudently 
judge that peculiar circumstances place and persons 
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make removable pastorships more advisable. 

Every parish subject tax for the diocesan semi- 
nary, and should have its confraternities the Blessed 
Sacrament and Christian Doctrine. When parish has 
been divided, the bishop must assign proper source 
revenue the newly-elected parish, which may taken 
from the mother-church, provided the latter not im- 
poverished thereby; the new church, thus endowed, 
bound pay honor the mother-church way pre- 
scribed the Ordinary, but the filial church entitled 
its own baptismal font.

tions tend keep the United States independ- 
ent country? 

History and civics offer for project 
problems worked out the thoughtful stu- 
dent. For instance: What were the important fac- 
tors that made for the success the North during 
the Civil War? How can best Americanize 
the foreign element our population? 

The possibilities the project problem Eng- 
lish are self-evident. One project might aim 
correct spoken English, another correct written 
work. More ambitious students could try dram- 
atize stories, coliect poems prose articles bear- 
ing upon some matter under discussion. 

Indeed there scarcely subject found the 
ordinary curriculum which does not itself 
more less readily the project plan. The in- 
telligent teacher who wishes try the plan has 
abundance material from which choose. 

said, the beginning this paper, that the 
chief advantages the project plan seem lie 
along the lines observation, interest, initiative, 
ingenuity, self-reliance and perseverance. 
see can prove the truth this assertion. 

Observation. The project plan based 
the educational principle that the child should 
learn from his own experience and efforts. Does 
not this connote observation what has happened 
him and what has done? 

Interest. The project plan requires, the 
part the pupil, purposeful activity, determined 
upon and carried successful issue. not 
psychological axiom, necessary consequence 
the self-love common all men, that take 
far deeper interest the things that our- 
selves than the things that are done other? 

Initiative. The project plan places the goal 
before the child but leaves him the discovering 
the way which this, goal may reached. 
This surely necessitates initiative the part 
the pupil. 

Ingenuity. The child, meeting obstacles 
his road the desired goal, forced find ways 
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and means overcoming them. 

Self-reliance. The activity demanded the 
project plan the pupil must rely 
his own views and judgments; other words, 

Perseverance. The project plan requires the 
project carried successful conclusion; 
hence the pupil must continue work until the 
conclusion reached. 

Buoyed the hope that have proved the 
truth our first assertion, venture make 
second: The project plan keeps education from be- 
coming mere memorized information. show 
how great evil the ooer stimulating child’s 
verbal memory may become, shall cite the fol- 
lowing extract from the “Life and Works Horace 
Mann (Vol. IV., 81, Reports and Addresses. 
Published Lee and Shepard). The extract 
quoted Dr. Stevenson (The Project Method 
Teaching, John Alford Stevenson, Ph. Pub- 
lished The Macmillan Co.). “It recently hap- 
pened, school within own knowledge, that 
class small scholars geography, being 
examined respecting the natural divisions the 
earth, its continents, oceans, islands, gulfs, 
answered all the questions with admirable precision 
and promptness. They were then asked, visi- 
tor, some general questions respecting their lessons, 
amongst others, whether they had ever seen the 
earth about which they had been reading; and they 
declared good faith that they never 

ad.’ 

This quotation illustrates how necessary for 
fact that necessitates thinking that the project 
method teaching finds its psychological justifica- 
tion. Knowledge ours its full sense only when 
can use it. The mere recalling name, 
date, event, little value unless are able 
make the thing recalled serve the purpose for 
which have recalled it. can scarcely de- 
nied that much what learned schools has 
peculiarly artificial setting. While the pupil may 
not consciously think unreal, still does 
not possess the same sort reality the subject 
matter daily experience. feared that 
the aim small number pupils give 
perfect recitations pass examinations rather 
than acquire actual knowledge the subjects 
that they study. Such study this tends stul- 
tify the intellect, not develop all 
teachers question but their methods questioning 
are different. question may memory, top- 
ical, thought question. the teacher asks 
what states were included the original 
that formed the United States, the question evi- 
dently memory one and demands only mem- 
orized answer. the teacher asks for the surface 
these states, the question becomes 
topical. If, further information, the teacher 
inquires how far the industries these states can, 
accounted for their surface characteristics, 
she formulates thought question. not diffi- 
cult see the logical sequence attained com- 
bining the three types question. The memory 
question elicits isolated fact, the topical question 
associates and connotes, the thought question de- 
duces and correlates. Taken separately, one 


the three types thoroughly satisfactory; taken 
together, they form ideal method questioning. 


seems indisputable that drills and exercises 
habit-formation are important factors any system 
education. true that the project plan makes 
small provision for such drills exercises and that 
not easy find for the pupil sufficient num- 
ber projects having for their outcome one and 
the same habit. the other hand, these drills 
exercises may introduced through project and 
the pupil, feeling the need that has some 
special skill habit bring the project suc- 
cessful conclusion, will more zealous acquire 
this skill habit than would were there 
problem solve. know from personal expe- 
rience that drills and exercises utterly inane be- 
come vital interest when they enable reach 
desired end. 

project plan must hold high rank 
tional methods. Applied matter what sub- 
ject, still finds its expression action. places 
education its natural setting; that is, the ex- 
periences daily life. also leads its proper 
end; namely, the using these experiences for the 
uplift ourselves and those around us. Will, 
memory and understanding are the powers the 
soul that make men like God. teachers 
should help our pupils cultivate all three. 
should make them understand the things that 
teach; should encourage them remember the 
things that have taught; should urge them 
use the will the exercise such self-activity 
may cause old knowledge lead new. There 
were text books the little home Nazareth, 
yet surely would have learned many things 
had been fellow-pupils with Jesus the school 
Mary and Joseph.

too little attention given the idea that History 
truth “philosophy teaching example”, and 
too much time and attention are devoted the 
more obvious causes and consequences the his- 
torical events and incidents therein recorded.

events and facts recorded therein exemplify the 
workings Divine Providence the complex ar- 
rangements characterizing the doings men and 
nations, the subject matter will seen have 
content that requires for right appreciation the 
historical narrative, mind versed many subjects 
general education, and more especially trained 
the process inductive and deductive reasoning. 

History has with the thoughts well 
the actions and the special character 
with the purposes, motives, causes, and effects 
related national consequences and immediate re- 
sults importance concerning the external phases 
racial characteristics seen the manners, 
laws, and institutions and peculiar environment 
different peoples that make the actors the 
great world and time-drama which History pre- 
sents. 

History, expounded what may call for 
convenience the rationalistic school interpreters 
our day, simply the external manifestations 
human activity conceived having its origin, 
motive, and end the collective life the nation. 

This point view inadequate and misleading, 
since stops short the incidents and facts 
the record and attempts solution the larger 
problems which bristle every page history. 
gives room the never-ending conflict be- 
tween the forces that make for the moral elevation 
individuals and peoples, and those that tend 
drag down the dead level moral and intel- 
lectual deficiency. eschews, for example, the 
question moral responsibility, which the 
courses conduct led men and nations are given 
over passions, and leaves upon the student the 
impression that the forces which determine the 
policies governments and legislators and the ends 
achieved them rational minds, are one with 
the forces that rule the world matter and the 
life irrational creatures. 

The absence from our text-books History 
any reference God who made Heaven and Earth 
and all they contain, and who ineffable mode 
conservation makes impossible for men act 
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all, one the most lamentable results the 
rationalistic philosophy that has invaded every de- 
partment science and letters these latter days. 

The pride human reason will not brook the 
thought God the world which has made 
and preserves being with all the subjects which 
inhabit it. 

sad commentary the boasted philoso- 
phical progress and the betterment the race that 
while acting find them, they not perceive 
how non-ethical their course is, intreating the 
great crises and movements recorded History, 
these mighty revolutions and changes have 
relation to, connection with, the ultimate 
man whose moral and religious functions 
they affect, nor have aught with Him who 
the Creator and arbiter human destiny, the 
necessary First Cause and Final end all that 
the moral order well the physical order 
beings. 

Educators, professedly serving the highest inter- 
ests mankind, discourse glibly the ethical 
value History, and having shown how in- 
valuable lessons for the citizen and the 
state, how gives insight into the causes and 
results human action found organized gov- 
ernments, gravely assure that the imperial les- 
son all History exhibit the student the 
proper mode functioning the governmental 
group which belongs. Such the lesson, 
for example, which Professor Garmo, his 
work, “Principles Secondary Education”, defends. 
The trend what says his book all towards 
making History serve corrective dishonesty 
public life showing the student how “archaic 
notions law should adjusted present social 
needs”, and “how should hard the pub- 
lic wrong, but easy the public good”.

History are averse touching upon the more re- 
condite, yet always the insistent, problems which 
the philosophy History presents. Partly from 
fear inducing skepticism the minds the 
young, partly from sense inability deal sat- 
isfactorily with immature minds matter that 
does present some real difficulties, shrink from 
essaying task that fraught with some actual

Grade 


Materials needed: Three four sheets 6x9 manilla 
paper, ruler, paste, crayola, scissors. 

Lesson Lay the ruler along the upper edge 
piece paper that laid with the length horizontal. 
Adjust the edge the ruler exactly even with the 
left vertical edge the paper, and place near 
the top the paper the width match. The scale 
should read from left right. Have the class carefully 
notice the black line the scale near the numbers, 
and give attention its greater length.

Two masts 
may used, one set about three inches behind the other. 
The large end the bowsprit should clipped two 
places only and one the two flaps cut off. Paste the 
remaining flap the forward cabin roof, pointing the 
bowsprit slightly upward angle. Little steps may 
connect each cabin roof with the deck. These are made 
bending narrow strip paper back and forth, past- 
ing one end each terminus—or tiny ladder may 
cut out and pasted place.

Accepting this 
obvious premise, can undertake with reasonable 
assurance success the somewhat difficult task 
proving that the calamities (?) which 
abound the History all peoples alike, not an- 
tagonize the beneficient, providential purposes which 
God has view for the ultimate good mankind.

Modern histor- 
ians and critical writers the causes events

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search the fields philology, biology, and 
physics, not mention the findings investigators 
the enlarged field the social sciences, and why 
shall not advance the historic knowledge gained 
from the Theology and Divine Revelation? Why 
then need hesitate summon our History 
teaching the accepted doctrine Christian Phil- 
osophy and Theology. Why cannot maintain 
the worth the doctrine, for example, that the evil 
actions men are precisely such, because they 
proceed from deficient personal will, and not from 
principle which, itself, inefficient? Why 
cannot demonstrate that God concurs the 
actions secondary, but does not will nor does 
plead that these actions are free from moral de- 
fect, since originally did not make what 
are, but left our own free will make 
chose? The Divine concurrence does indeed, 
postulate immediate, real influence exerted 
God secondary agents, but always accord 
with the essence the First Cause which God, 
being absolutely free from all defect. 

the teachings the Angelic Doctor possess 
veritable armory discursive reasoning which 
can draw upon will oppose the specious doc- 
trines our modern philophists who can see more 
History than the ceaseless struggle men and na- 
tions realize some intangible end toward which 
they would have believe all things are moving. 

The rationalistic views these blind guides af- 
ford criteria for understanding the philosophy 
government, the meaning the age-old con- 
flict that forever raging ’round the citadel 
Truth. These views serve only divert the minds 
our youth with the appearances scientific ac- 
curacy and historic insight, while leaving their 
hearts and consciences waste away the boot- 
less task solving problems that have ethical 
value, message hope and courage world 
that sick heart with the vain pursuit good 
that begins and ends with the fleeting things 
man’s earthly existence. 

Let have the courage our convictions 
holding before our students the true principle 
historical interpretation treating the great 
movements and issues the historical past. These 
principles are common all investigations that 
have for their object the whole truth and nothing 
but truth.

Wondrous changes are wrought with the changing 
lights. Whole scenes present different aspects 
and the feelings audience are unconsciously 
and deeply moved simple manipulation 
lights. Science has made wondrous strides stage 
illumination and the dramatic world breathless 
lusive and bewildering are some the lighting 
effects the modern stage, and important and 
interesting the subject that shall leave its 
discussion future issue the Journal. 

Costuming, which comes under the dress design- 
ing and making group, must considered rela- 
tion time, place and characters portrayed.

CATECHETICAL DIDACTICS 
Rev. Bruehl, Ph.D. 

will now approach the problem general method 
the teaching Christian Doctrine. twofold ques- 
tion confronts here: that the matter taught 
and that the way which the matter selected 
conveyed the pupils. certain extent the choice 
the subject matter not left the discretion the 
religious teacher, because this matter determined and 
defined the Church whose name religion taught. 
The Church has laid down the content religious teach- 
ing certain formulas that constitute the basis all 
religious instruction. Yet there remains legitimate mar- 
gin within the scope which the teacher may exercise 
considérable amount choice and which there room 
for individual judgment. Varying circumstances will make 
different presentation the matter necessary and, ac- 
cordingly, leave the decision the teacher what 
placed before the pupils under these changing condi- 
tions. Absolute rigidity, then, does not prevail with re- 
gard the matter, thought general sense 
determined the authority the Church. 

With respect the form there much greater flexi- 
bility and, consequently, large field for the exercise 
freedom and individual preferences. The adaptation 
the matter the capacity the pupil’s question into 
the solution which enter both psychology and peda- 
gogics. Psychological and pedagogical methods teach- 
ing are subject considerable variations; some manner, 
the teaching religion will inevitably influenced the 
progress experimental and pedagogical psychology. 
There reason believe that the Church has abso- 
lutely standardized the method teaching religion for 
all times. true that the Church conservative and 
slow introduce innovations; but this conservatism does 
not make her cling antiquated methods when be- 
comes evident that the newer methods will ensure better 
results. She does not embrace every new, untrid fad 
the many pedagogical circles, but she abides 
the time until the new method has really proved 
helpful. not impatient with the Church 
that score, because ourselves, our short expe- 
rience, have seen pedagogical methods introduced with 
great enthusiasm and afterwards discarded impractic- 
able even harmful. Slowly, the methods religious 
teaching will improved and brought abreast the 
progress educational science. But will found that 
much which now hail progress will condemned 
and rejected those who come after us. This risk 
having change the methods religious teaching from 
one day the other the Church does not wish incur. 
Therein she eminently wise; for the losers and sufferers 
that case would the unfortunate children that are 
thus made the subjects psychological experimentation 
and the victims pedagogical blunders. have here 
the reason for the tenacity the Church clinging 
method instruction that some regarded 
obsolete. may yet appear that her conservatism has 
stood her good stead, and that the advanced pedagogues 
will retrace their steps and return the very position 
the Church refusing give response their 
wild clamoring. 

The methods employed teaching not come under 
the infallibility the Church. This goes without saying. 
Much has been left the human element. Still 
mains true, that the Church enjoys her general activity 
special guidance the Holy Spirit. Since teaching 
the fundamental function the Church and the preserva- 
tion revealed truth her chief end, would follow that 
the activities that bear her magisterial office she 
may look the Holy Spirit for special assistance. 
would, thus, seem rather bold assert that for centuries 
the Church has used inadequate methods her teaching 
and that through the ill-advised adherence these meth- 
ods she has prevented thorough instruction the faith- 
ful matters religion and has caused widespread 
religious ignorance. The accusations made against the 
prevailing method religious teaching actually amount 
severe indictment the Church, that charges her 
with unpardonable neglect duty and intolerable 
That the results religious teaching are not 
satisfactory few will refuse admit. But that this

exclusively due the existing method contention 
that has not yet been sufficiently established. other 
branches knowledge where the most advanced methods 
are being applied, the results are equally disappointing. 
what will our advocates the new methods attribute 
the failure that case? Success depends upon more 
than one factor. Possibly, examine the matter 
carefully, will come the conclusion, that the pres- 
ent distressing conditions have their source some other 
cause than inadequate method. 

The Church determines the content religious teaching 
and prescribes the matter taught the official 
manuals she puts the hand the religious 
teacher. This follows from the nature revealed truth, 
which trust that must handed down from genera- 
tion generation without any curtailment. follows 
also from the supreme importance the matter taugth 
upon which depends the eternal salvation man. 
matters such moment, the Church cannot leave 
the individual teacher select what deems fit. She 
must safeguard the interests the faithful seeing 
that they are properly instructed everything that 
necessary for salvation. Where such tremendous issues 
are stake, individual judgment cannot relied upon. 
Thus matters stand far the underlying principle 
concerned; but the actual practice makes certain modi- 
fications indispensable. What the Church wishes 
taught contained the Catechism and the Bible His- 
tory. These two books official character present 
the saving truth that the Lord wanted become the 
common property the faithful. this precious legacy 
they should not defrauded. The religious teacher may 
not, therefore, withhold, from arbitrary choice ac- 
count some opinion his own, any these truths 
from the knowledge the faithful. should propose 
and explain them all that his pupils may fully and 
completely learn what necessary for their eternal and 
spiritual welfare. All have divine right the fullness 
revealed truth and the duty the religious teacher 
teach all the same, unabbreviated, unmutilated gospel. 

the other hand, know that the capacity for re- 
ceiving and assimilating the truth not the same with 
are individuals and classes whose capacity for 
the absorption truth very limited. propose 
them the same amount knowledge that may set 
before those superior abilities would utterly pre- 
posterous. They would unable grasp and would 
bewildered and confused. adjustment the mat- 
ter the capacity the learner inevitable and this 
entails the part the teacher selection such por- 
tions come within the learning capacity his pupils. 
Again advanced class may able appreciate en- 
largements certain questions which others would 
only serve make the matter more obscure. The whole 
content the Catechism and the Bible History, accord- 
ingly, not taught all indiscriminately. The 
teacher must select from the wealth which stored 
there that which adapted the individuals and the 
classes that are entrusted his care. Though, therefore, 
admit that the religious teacher enjoys certain liberty 
the choice the subject matter taught, must 
insist, the other hand, that this freedom very re- 
stricted and confined within narrow limits. 

For the whole course the religious instruction that 
must imparted the children the matter clearly 
determined; must cover the whole field revealed 
truth proposed the two authoritative manuals 
mentioned. Nothing may arbitrarily set aside minor 
importance omitted irrelevant improper. The 
reason why the religious teacher constrained his 
teaching lies the obvious fast that not teaching 
his own right, but representative the Church. 
really the Church that teaching through him. 
the supernatural order the Church the only accredited 
organ truth; all teaching reavled truth must 
her name, her authority and entirely subordinated 
her decisions. The teacher appears before the children 
her representative and messenger. stands reason, 
then, that must teach exactly what the Church wants 
him teach. With the position teacher, who teaches 
authority other than his own and who speaks 
the mouthpiece another, freedom the selection 
the subject matter incompatible. The only freedom that
